WASHINGTON, P. C., Jan. 28. resident

In my last annual 1 


message 2 
to your consideration the condition of our 


netional finances, and in connection with 
the subject indorsed the plan of currency 
legislation which at that time seemed to 
furnish protection against impending dan- 
ger. This plan has not been approved by 
the Congress. In the meantime the situation 
has so changed that the emergency now ap- 
pears so threatening that I deem it my duty 
to ask at the hands of the legislative branch 
of the Government such prompt and effect- 
ive action as will restore confidence in our 
financial soundness and avert business dis- 
aster: and universal distress among our 
people. 

Whatever may be the merits of the plan 
outlined in my annual message as a rem- 
edy for ilis then existing and as a safeguard 
against the depletion of the gold reserve 
then in the Treasury. I am now convinced 
that its reception by Congress and our pres- 
ent advanced stage of financial perplexity 
necessitates additional or different legisla- 
tion. With natural resources unlimited in 
variety and productive strength, and with 
a people whose activity and enterprise 


geek only a fair opportunity to achieve 
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national success and greatness, our prog- 
ress should not be checked by false financial 
policy and a heedless disregard of sound 
monetary: laws nor should the timidity and 
fear which they engender stand in the way 
of our prosperity. 

It is hardly disputed that this predicament 
confronts us to-day. Therefore, no one in 
any degree responsible for the making and 
execution of our laws should fail to see a 
patriotic duty in honestly and sincerely at- 
tempting to relieve the #ituation. Mani- 
festly this effort will not succeed unless it 
is made untramelled by the prejudice of par- 
tisanship and with a steadfast determination 
to resist the temptation to accomplish party 
advantage. We may well remember that if 
we are affected with finan difficulties all 
our people in all stations life are con- 
cerned and surely those who suffer will not 
receive promotion of party interest as an 
excuse for permitting our present troubles 
to advance to a disastrous conclusion. It is 
also of the utmost importance that we ap- 
proach the study of the problems presented 
as free as possible from the tyranny of pre- 
conceived opinions to the end that in a com- 
mon danger we may be able to seek with un- 
clouded vision a safe and reasonable protec- 
tion. | . 

The real trouble which confronts us con- 
sists in a lack of confidence widespread and 
constantly increasing in the continuing abil- 
ity or disposition of the Government to pay 
its obligations in gold. This lack of con- 
fidence grows to some extent out of -pal- 
pable and apparent embarrassment attend- 
ing the efforts of the Government under 
existing laws to procure gold, and to a 


greater extent out of the impossibility of. 


either keeping it in the Treasury or ¢can- 
celling obligations by its expenditure after 
it is obtained. 

FUTILITY OF THE PRESENT PLAN. 
The only way left open to the Governmen 
for procuring gold is by the issue and sale 
of bonds. The only bonds that can be 
issued were authorized nearly twenty-five 
years ago and are not well calculated to 
meet our present needs. Among other dis- 
advantages they are made payable in coin 
instead of specifically in gold, whigh in 
existing conditions detracts largely and in 
an increasing ratio from their desirability 


' a8 investments. It is by no means certain 
that bonds of this description can much 
longer be disposed of at a price creditable 
‘to the financial character of our Govern- 
ment. g 


The most dangerous and irritating feat- 
ure of the situation, however, remains to be 
mentioned. It is found in the means by 
which the Treasury is despoiled of the gold 
thus obtained without cancelling a single

More than $300,000,000 in these notes have 
already been redeemed in gold, and notwith- 
standing such redemption they are still 
outstanding. Since the 17th day of January, 
1834, our bonded interest-bearing debt has 
been increased $100,000,000 for the purpose of 
obtaining gold to replenish our coin reserve. 
Two issues were made, amounting to fifty 
millions each—one in January and the other 
in November. As a result of the first issue 
there was realized something more than 
$53,000,000 in gold. Between that issue and 
the succeeding one in November, compris- 
ing a period of about ten months, nearly 
$103,000,000 in gold were drawn from the 
Treasury. This made the second issue nec- 
essary, and upon that more than fifty-eight 
millions in gold was again realized. Be- 
tween the date of this second issue and the 
present time, covering a period of only about 
two months, more than $69,000,000 in gold 
were expended without any cancellation of 
Government obligations or in any way ben- 
efiting our people or improving our pecu- 
niary situation. The financial events of the 
past year suggest facts and conditions 
which should certainly arrest attention. 
More than 472,000,000 in gold have been 
drawn out of the Treasury during the year 
for the purpose of shipping abroad or hoard- 
ing at home. While nearly one hundred and 


three m s of the same were drawn out 
during first ten months of the year, a 
sum ng more : of 
that t, being about sixty-nine millions, 


t amoun 
Was drawn out during the following two 
months, thus indicating a marked accelera- 
tion of the depleting process with the lapse 
of time. 
THE PROCESS MAT GO ON. 

The obligations upon which this gold has 
been drawn from the Treasury are still out- 
standing and are available for use in re- 
peating the exhausting operation with 
shorter intervals as our perplexities ac- 
cumulate. 

Conditions are certainly supervening tend- 
ing to make the bonds which may be issued 
to replenish our gold less useful for that 
purpose. An adequate gold reserve is in all 
circumstances absolutely essential to the 
upholding of our public credit and to the 
maintenance of our high national character. 
Our gold reserve has again reached such 
a stage of diminution as to require its speedy 
reinforcément. 

The aggravations that must inevitably 
follow present conditions and methods will 
certainly lead to misfortune and loss not 
only to our national credit and prosperity 
and to financial enterprises, but to those of 
our pecple who seek employment as a means 
of livelihood and to those whose only cap- 
ital is their labor. It will hardly do to say 
simple increase of revenue will cure our 
troubles. The apprehension now existing 
and constantly increasing as to our financial 
ability does not rest upon a calculation of 
our revenue. The time has p d when the 
eyes of investors abroad and our people at 
home were fixed upon the reyenues of the 
Government. Changed conditions have at- 
tracted their attention to the gold of the 
Government. There need be no fear that 
we cannot pay our current’ expenses with 
such money as we have. There is now in 
the Treasury a comfortable surplus of more 
than $63,000,000, but it is not in gold and 
therefore does not meet our difficulty. 

SILVER CANNOT BANISH GOLD. 

I @ennot see that differences of opinion 
concerning the extent to which silver ought 
to be coined or used in our currency should 
interfere with the counsels of those whose 
duty it is to rectify evils now apparent in 
9 8 financial situation. They have to con- 
sider the question of national credit and

Since the first reports of destitution in Ne- 
braska were published, newspapers in 
Omaha and other parts of the State have 
claimed that these statements were greatly 
exaggerated. To get at the truth Nellie Bly 
is now going through the parched districts 
and her truthful’ picture of the situation 
there, drawn for Post-Dispatch readers, is 
given in the following telegram from the 
scene: 


VALENTINE, Neb., Jan. 28.—One glimpse 
from the railroads of the home life and one 
is convinced that the tales of destitution 
in Nebraska have not been exaggerated. 
I drove over thirty miles around the country 
and saw nothing but misery and desolation. 

Imagine one broad and level stretch of 
land, with a sky closing over like a dome, 
and sky and land apparently meeing and 
forming a perfect circle. Tig sky is of 
Italian blueness, not a cloud in sight, and 
the air as soft and balmy as on a perfect 
October day. But all the land lies desolate, 
covered with yellow stubble of corn stalks 
that never matured and grain that never 
came to a head. The dust in the roads is 
many inches deep, and one finds it difficult 
to realize that it is winter. 

Cheered by the blueness of the sky and 
the balminess of the air, I thought Nebraska 
was not.a bad place to live in until I re- 
membered to look for signs of life. I see 
for miles, but not a single sign of life, man, 
beast or plant met my gaze. Trees there 
were n After driving several miles we 
saw in the distance a homestead. A little 
sod house, with one window and one door, 
a sod stable and the inevitable wind-mill. 
The wind-mill was still, an old Wagon lay 
turned up near the stable and all about 
everything lay barren and yellow. There

Seed 
there was none, and stock has gone at ri- 
diculously low prices to keep life in them 
up until this time. It is a hopeless condition. 
It must not be considered any easy matter 
to visit the homes of these afflicted people. 
They have all taken up land, and often 
anywhere from sixty acres upward, so that 
travel from’ house to house is a work of 
months, no two houses being closer than 
three miles. | 4 5 

Remembering’ this, and that two out of 
three homes are deserted, it will be easily 
understood how I could drive over thirty 
miles and only visit two families. 

The next family I found lived in a tiny 
frame house. There were six children in the 
family. Mother, who was making bread, 
seemed like a very intelligent and res 
able woman. She was an American. had 
to do some talking before I could fersuade 
her to confide in me, so dreadfully do these 
people feel their poverty. 

„We have never asked for aid,“ she said, 
‘but there is no reason why I should be 
ashamed to tell you how poor we are. We 
are not to blame. All we could do we have 
done. But the hot air last summer burned 
everything up. Yet we did not suffer from 
extreme heat; but it just seemed that every 
time a few drops of rain fell the wind rose 
and drove the rain away; just as it is with 
the snow. We've only seen a little snow in 
the air, but the wind drives it away. It does 
seem as if Nebraska is going to dry up 
completely.“ 

NOT ONE EAR OF CORN.

Send your missionaries West; keep your 


money for your own, and it will be better for 


us all. Although I traveled so many miles 
in this thinly-settled country, and when 
with so many have gone, I only managed to 
see three families in my day’s work. 

But the sights I saw in their sod houses 
and the carcasses of starved animals lying 
along the wey, I am told is only what 
would see all over the stricken part of 
Nebraska. The hot wave traveled over the 
State in one line, and everything fell deso- 
late and dead before it. Other parts of the 
State are all right. Mr. George Crager, the 
noted Indian interpreter and the United 
States special agent, was my guide. No 
man knows this part of the country better. 
Doubtless the readers of the Post-Dispatch 
will remember him as the man who captured 
Big Turkey during the late Indian uprising 

and brought him in to Gen. Miles. 

Mr. Crager says that thirty-one miles 
from Valentine, in Rewanee and Sparks, 
there is great destitution among the German 
and French settlements, but as one can only 
get there ay driving, and as the sand is 
over the hubs, to get tnere and back is a 
matter of extreme difficulty. 


When we came back from Valentine to- 


day we found that a supply of goods had 
been shipped to this point from the East, 
and twenty-eight barrels of clothing, 100 
barrels of flour, twelve barrels of potatoes 
and two steers had been divided among the 
destitute families who had driven to town 
for aid. What provision is to be made for 
those whose horses are dead and who are 
otherwise unable to get to town I know not. 

On Thursday last I went to Omaha, where 
I had a talk with Mr. Nason, the President 
of the State Relief Commission. 

We have more stuff now for the sufferers 
than we can possibly use,“ he said. “We 
have provided clothing for everybody and 
have car loads of it packed in our store 
house. We don’t want any more clothing 
or food; what we need is money.“ 

Thereupon Mr. Nason showed me bills to 
prove that for $189 and some odd cents— 
money sent to him from Boston—he had 
bought from the railroad company 100 tons 
of coal, which at market price would have 
cost The railroad company merely 
charged Mr.. Nason what it cost them for 
labor; freight to points of delivery was 

ree 


But I have since found that coal cannot 
possibly be delivered to the greatest guf- 
ferers—such people as I have visited to-day 
—and if the relief commission has more 
clothing than it needs, none of it has been 
sent out this way. 

MEANS OF RELIEF. 

After my talk with Mr. Nason I went to 
gee the warehouse in Omaha, and as I ex- 
pected from Mr. Nason’s talk to see it 
jammed to the doors, I was thunderstruc 
to find myself in a large room containiag the 
following articles: 

Three bags of coffee, four of rice, four 
boxes (small) of groceries (all bought for 
some store in Omaha), six barrels of old 
clothing, four bags of potatoes—but that 
was all. The whole lot would not have 
more than filled a quarter of a car. 

m Omaha I went to Lincoln and had 
a talk with the Secretary, Rev. Dr. Ludden. 
r. Ludden is very courteous and kind 
and dreadfully overworked. He was ready 
and willing to tell me anything and to help 
me all he could. But all he could say was 
that plenty of relief had been received and 
distributed. Mr. Nason says that between 
$1,500 and $2,000 had be¢h received up to the 
time I gaw him. 
hey both spoke of the complaints that 
had been made against the committee, and, 
while I was ready to see faults on both 
sides, I must still try.to impress donors with 
some idea of the difficulties before even 
those whose only desire is to aid the suf- 


ferers. 

Charity is a difficult matter to deal with. 
The sufferer usually receives the smallest 
share. But in this case there are thousands 
of families, even according to Mr. Nason’s 
list, in Nebraska, who will have to be. fed 
until next Septemiber. That is a big work, 
and caution is necessary, or the sympathy 
and money will be exhausted before the peo- 
ple are really helped. Indiscriminate money 
giving is bad. Dr. Ludden has already had 
numerous complaints from people who have 
sent money to private individuals in differ- 
ent towns. The money h&s never been used. 

Still, it is a big thing to put all the money 
and relief in the hands of the relief commis- 
sion. My experience to-day, and it is my 
first, shows that their efforts to aid have not 
been thorough. They may have, as Mr. 
Nason rms, more supplies than can pos- 
sibly be used; but if Mr. Nason thinks Spey 
have in his warehouse he is migtaken.

THE ENABLING ACT. 


Authorizing Secretary Carlisle to Carry 
, Out Cleveland’s Recommendations. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—Chairman 
Springer of the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee of the House has introduced a bill to 
carry into effect the recommendations of 
the President's message.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan, WA 
opposition to Berry’s re-election to thé Sen- 
ate has developed during the past twenty- 
four hours, and it is freely predicted that 
unless he captures the prize on the first 
ballot that a dark horse will be elected. 
Ex-Gov. Fishback is satisfied that he can- 
not be elected, and is willing to transfer 
all his votes or so many of them as he can 
deliver to some ‘strong candidate who can 
command enough strength to defeat Berry. 
The man he is in favor of defeating Berry 
with is no other than Judge U. M. Rose, 
who is regarded as one of the ablest men 
in Arkansas. Judge Rose was at one time 
— for the Attorney-Generalship in 

eveiand’s Cabinet, and would e 
appointed to the position if — N 
accepted. He is the senior member of one 
2 the leading law firms in this mds § and 

e Arkansas member of the Nationa Dem- 
ocratic Committee, He is a man of con- 
siderable wealth, and one of the most cul- 
tured citizens in Arkansas. No one denies 
that he would be an honor to the State if 
elected to the Senate, and it was given 
out yesterday that he is willing te accept 
the position. The fact that he ‘seldom 
comes down town on Sundays and that 
he was seen at Gleason’s Hotel yesterday 
afternoon, where he rem several 
hours in consultation with the anti-Berry 
forces, gives current to the rumor that he 
is exerting his personal influence to help 
along his boom. 

Another candidate for the Senatorship ‘is 
Hon. Dan W. Jones, ex-Attorney-General, 
and a prominent member of the Silver 
League. Every member of the Legislature 
has been spoken to in regard to his candi- 
dacy, but very few have promised to vote 
for him. He has been advised, however, to 
enter the race and will do so not so much 
for the purpose of defeating Berry, but in 
the hope that a deadlock will occur and 
that he will succeed in ng off the 
honor. The friends of Gen. Jones believe 
that there are enough free silver members 
of the Legislature to elect him if they 
will make this the issue in the Senatorial 
contest. On the other hand, it is well 
known that Berry is a free silverite, and {ft 
is hardly possible that any such issue will 
be raised in the fight. 

Hon, Sterling R. Cockrill, ex-Chief Jus- 
tice of Arkansas, is not a candidate for 
the Senatorship, but his name will be used, 
and it is claimed that he will receive at 
least ten votes on the first ballot. Cockrili 
has all along said that if he was a candi- 
date for the Senate he did not know it. 
He has never intimated that he would ob- 
ject to anybody considering him as a 
candidate, and he is ce n to receive some 
votes on the first ballot. 

It is now anything to beat Berry, and 
should he fail to be elected on the first 
ballet, not many ballots will be taken 

fore a number of changes will occur 
which, it is believed, will not be to the in- 
terest of Berry. Pulaski County, with its 
six votes, is uninstructed, and is counted on 
for Berry. But with Rose im the field, the 
members will probably vote solidly for the 
distinguished lawyer. It is estimated that 
Berry will have sixty votes on the first 
ballot, which lacks seven of the number 
sufficient to elect. Five of B ’s support- 
ers will not be present on Tuesday, having 
been excused for an indefinite period on 
account of sickness, and two of Fishback’s 
friends are absent for the same reason. If 
the estimates of the anti-Berryites are cor- 
rect, Berry will not receive more than 
fifty-five votes on the first ballot. Leadin 
politicians appear to be of one mind, an 
that is, if Be is not elected on the first 
ballot he will be defeated. On the other 
hand, the friends of Berry claim that .he 
will be elected in either house with votes to 
spare, and that no ballot will be taken in 
joint session.

Your tes is gratified that the public 
institutions of Missouri are well managed, 
economically conducted, and that their 
books and accounts are in satisfactory con- 
dition. From our investigations we find no 
species of recklessness, no very important 
inattention to duties and no mismanage- 
ment anywhere. On the cqntrary, all build- 
ings huve been kept in as g¥od repair as the 
appropriations warranted, the officers have 
exerted themselves in the discharge of their 
several duties and have shown a pride in 
developing their institutions that they may 

cell those of a similar character in any 
of the Western States. 

It h been a question in every State as 
to the Proper government of public institu- 
tions, whether by local boards, State boards 
or county boards; or-whether by a con- 
tinuous system of investigation, or whether 
by supervision through the several State 
departments. A comparison instituted by 
your committee between the methods of 
government employed in this State and 
those employed in other States abundantly 
demonstrates that Missouri has no reason 
to complain of the system of management 
that she now maintains.

Would Be Murdered. 


Alexander Longley Tells of Her 
Visit to Him. 


/ 


MEN HAD BOLDLY ATTEMPTED 10 
BREAK INTO HER ROOM. 


Was Much Afraid of Grannis, Her Former 
Partner, and Said That His Violence 
Had Caused Her to Faint—Missing 
Valuables, 


The inquest on the body of Rebecca Land, 
the woman found dead in her room in the 
McLean Building, 319 Market street, last 
Friday morning, was held to-day. The evi- 
dence of most of the witnesses only tended 
to deepen the mystery surrounding her 
death and leaned strongly toward the theory 
that the woman was murdered, with rob- 
bery as the motive. 

During the morning Alexander Longley 
called at the Coroner’s office and told a 
story which adds considerable weight to the 
theory of murder. 

He stated that he knew the deceased well. 
She worked for him, doing clerical work 
in his office for about six weeks commenc- 
ing in January, 1893. Since then he has seen 
her often. Last Wednesday evening she 
called at his house and appeared to be 
in great trouble, but refused to tell him the 
reason. Several times 3 his acquaint- 
ance with Mrs. Land she had spoken of 
some trouble she had with her former part- 
ner, Grannis. According to her story, when 
shewent into the employment office she 
bought the business outright and aid 
trannis rent for the room and furniture. 
Grannis, she said, always tried to collect 
more money than his rent and would de- 
mand part of the proceeds of the business. 
She said he frequently abused her and 
grew greatly excited on her refusal to give 
him more money than was due him, and 
on several occasions he had insulted her 
and abused her so violently as to cause her 
to faint. 

Mr. Longley also said that Mrs. Land 
told him a few months ago that three or 
four men had come to her room the night be- 
fore about 11 o’clock and tried to force an 
entrance. She thought it was Grannis com- 
ing to endeavor to force more money from 
her and she raised the window and called 
for help, whereupon the men ran away. 
Mr. Longley also said that Mrs. Land pos- 
sessed a fine gold watch and other jewelry 
and usually. had money on her person, 
though not of a large amount. He is 
firmly convinced that she was murdered 
for her money and valuables. 

HAD VALUABLE JEWELRY. 

Mrs. Alline Trussell, a trained nurse re- 
siding at 3032 Franklin avenue, stated that 
she had known the deceased for about three 
years. She had occupied a room in the same 
building with her at 1517 Olive street when 
they first became acquainted. She said she 
had seen a valuable gold watch set with dia- 
monds in Mrs. Land's possession and also 
other valuable jewelry, consisting of Odd 
Fellows’ emblems, which she said had be- 
longed to her husband. She said the watch 
was worth about $500. 

Alfred W. Green, a brother of the de- 
ceased, stated that he had not seen his 
sister since March. He had heard of her 
being afflicted with a cancer through a 
n at his home at Carrollton, III. 

e stated that she had told him she owned 
some property and that he knew her to be 
possessed of a diamond ring, gold watch 
and other jewelry. In ‘his opinion she 
usually carried more or less money on her 
person. 

William S. Land, the dead woman's hus- 
band, testified that he married her Dec. 1, 
1891, and left her the following February. 
He refused to state the cause of their sep- 
aration. During the last two years he said 
he has known nothing concerning her, not 
even her whereabouts. He knew that she 
owned some property in Florida and Texas, 
but was not aware of its value. During the 
time they lived together he tried to get her 
to sell this property and invest the proceeds 
here, but he said she got angry and refused, 
saying he was trying to get possession of it. 
She sued him for a divorce some time ago 
on the grounds of desertion but the case 
had not come to trial 

Mrs. Ella Cole, who lives in a room ad- 
joining the one occupied by the dead wom- 
an, testified as to her acquaintance with 
Mrs. Land and to the finding of the body. 

James Clark, the janitor of the building, 
testified as to the finding of the body. Dur- 
ing this testimony he exhibited a good deal 
of nervousness. He repeated having seen 
the woman about 7 o’clock on the morning 
she was found dead. 

H. S. Harrington of Ellendale, Mo., said 
that he had known the woman several 
weeks in a business way. About three 
weeks ago she had sent a girl to his home 
to do housework. This girl had told him 
that Mrs. Land had often told her that 
she stood in constant dread of harm from 
x Uving on the third floor of the 

8 whom she said were gamblers. 
Mr. Harrington’s statement was corrob- 
orated by his wife. . 

Dr. Hochdoerfer, who made the autopsy, 
testified to finding her neck and two of her 
ribs broken; also to bruises on her body and 
finger marks on her neck. 

Policeman Fred Armstrong testified to 
the condition of the body. e stated that 
the body was cold and rigid, and in his 
opinion the woman had been dead at least 
fifteen or twenty hours. According to his 
statement Janitor Clark must be mistaken 
in his statement that he saw the woman 
the = morning that her dead body was 
found. 

City Undertaker Sheehan, who removed 
the body to the Morgue, also stated that the 
body was perfectly stiff when he arrived, 
soon after it was discovered. He noticed 
fresh wounds on her neck on which the 
blood had dried, forming sort of scabs. In 
his opinion the woman had been dead 
twelve or fifteen hours. 

Mrs. Ella Cole stated later that the fold- 
ing-bed in Mrs. Land’s room was in per- 
fect order when the body was found and 
had the appearance of not having been oc- 
cupied during the night.

HONEST INQUIRY NEEDED. 
Little faith can be placed in the inves- 
tigation of the Collector’s and Excise 
Commissioner's offices in this city by the 
committee appointed for that purpose by 
the House. The intention of the Repub- 
licans was to investigate the Excise Com- 


‘| missioner’s office alone as a means of 


securing partisan capital, and the addi- 
tion of the Collector’s office was the re- 
sult of a tactical move of the Democrats. 
It is mot likely that there is anything 
wrong with the Excise Commissioner's 
office, except the fee system, and the pur- 
pose of the committee and the influences 
under which its majority must work 
threaten to render its labors in the Col- 
lector’s office of little value. 

But there is need for a genuine investi- 
gation of several offices in this city. The 
Collector's office demands a thorough 
overhauling and its connection with the 
revenue of the State makes it a proper 
Subject of legislative investigation. Re- 
form legislation concerning it is badly 
needed. The expected petering out of the 
Mayor's commission and the failure 
of all Grand-jury inquiries show the 
futility of local investigation under pres- 
ent conditions. 

But there is another office the investi- 
gation of which is demanded by the wel- 
fare of the people. That is the Circuit 
Attorney’s office. The recent disgraceful 
betrayal of the State’s cause in the Troll 
trial is the culmination of a series of out- 
rages in defeat of justice committed by 
or under the direction of Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz. The Foerstel case, the Zieg- 
enhein inquiries, the Butler case and 
other instances of brazen subservience to 
political pulls suggest a fruitful field of 
inquiry. 

The Circuit Attorney's office is the key 
to the citadel of justice. It is impossible 
to root out criminality and corrup- 
tion unless the administration of 
that office is pure and honest. The 
people are helpless when it offers a 
shield for rascals. The farcical action of 
the House offers an opportunity for the 
Senate to come to the rescue of the 
people. Something must be done to re- 
lieve the people of this city of the polit- 
ical ring which thrives on official abuses 
and holds the hands of justice. 


AN EASILY SETTLED QUESTION. 


If the adoption of the Council fender 
bill hinges on the question of the value 
of fenders and the possibility of securing 
fenders which will greatly reduce fatal- 
ities and serious injury in street car ac- 
cidents, the bill must become a law. 

A simple but efficient fender is in use 
in this city. Sixteen persons are known 
to have been saved by it within two 
years. BEbfficient fenders are in use in 
other cities and the proof of their value 
may easily be secured. Baltimore is now 
enforcing a law for the use of fenders. 

But if no fenders had been devised and 
there were no proof of their efficiency, it 
would still be the duty of the Municipal 
Assembly to compel the street car com- 
panies to check the appalling slaughter 
of human beings by providing some sort 
of protection for the public from the 
wheels and machinery of their cars. The 
record shows that as they are con- 
structed at present the motor cars are 
death-traps and the ordinary obligation 
of humanity and public safety demands 
a life-guard which shall save life. It 
would be a just act to compel the com- 
panies to provide such guards as a part 
of their duty to the public. But the ques- 
tion of fenders may safely be left to the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

The reckless disregard of human life 
by the street car companies must be 
stopped. They must be forced by law to 
use the streets with the least possible 
danger to the people and especially the 
young and infirm.

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ERYSIPELAS IN SWINE. 


The Disease Exists in Many Parts of 
Minnesota. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 23.—A short 
time ago Dr. C. N. Hewitt, Secretary of 
the State Beard of Health, was led to gus- 
pect the existence of erysipelas in swine at 


various localities in Minnesota, the symp- 
toms noticed in cases of diseased animals 


coming under his observation resembling 
strongly those of erysipelas in human be- 
ings. Together with Dr. Reynolds, Vet- 


erinarian of the 228 98 School, 
Dr. Hewitt made post-mortem examina- 
tions in a number of these cases, and de- 
veloped cultures f the disease in his lab- 
oratory. Samples of the tissue the 
cultures were forwarded to the Bureau of 
Animal 8 of the D of my 
qulture at Was dinate, he Bureau 
ecided that the Dr. Hewitt’s opinion as to 
the nature of the disease is correct. So 
far as known this is the first identi@cation 
of this disease in the United States, al- 
though it is common abroad, and especially 
in France, where its germs were discovered 
by Pasteur. Recently unusual restrictions 
have been imposed upon the hog traffic of 
this State, the 1 of diseased swine 
having increased greatly in Minnesota and 
adjacent States within the past few 
months, hog cholera, swine plague and 
erysipelas being the most ** uent cases 
met with. The State Board o ealth has 
issued circulars to the nly boards and 
officers giving instructions as to how to 
guard against the spread of these dis- 
eases, and measures have been taken to 
eradicate them and prevent their further 
importation into the Stat te.

you. I do not believe in swinging the right, 
unless yout opponent is tired or you see a 
good opening. ag 4 favorite blow is a swing- 
ing left for the kidneys, as most men are 
weak at that point, and if you land properly 
the man is sure to weaken, and that will 
lower his hands and leave his jaw exposed, 
and you may be able to land the knock-out 
properly without danger of hurting your 
hands. 

My rushes have a tendency to worry my 
opponent, as he does not know when I will 
make them, so I change my tactics accord- 
ing to the way my opponent meets me. I 
stand at guard, my left extended and feint 
with my left. At the same time I draw my 
left foot back to my right, which increases 
the distance bétween my opponent and me, 
and my opponent thinks I am about to re- 
treat and will generally follow. That is the 
time I step in with my left foot, generally, 
swinging my left, and if my opponent is not 
steady and clever I generally land on his 
kidneys and follow either with a right cross 
counter or swinging right, and either is sure 
to land. Of course, the right has not the 
same speed as if a man led to you and you 
crossed him. I would prefer to land on a 
man’s body, especially about the kidneys or 
in the pit of the stomach. It does not mat- 
ter whether a man has his back to me or 
not, his kidneys are exposed. 

Seven-eighths of the people will laugh if 
they see you hit a man when his back is 
turned. I prefer to play for the body un- 
less, as I said, the jaw is exposed. pre- 
fer a man that will come and fight and 
make play, and not one who fights on the de- 
fensive or who runs away. I like a rusher, 
as I am sure to whip him quick, as I think 
I can outpunch any man my weight or 
twenty pounds heavier. The only rusher I 
ever met was Willis of Australia. He was 
my own weight, 115 pounds, and I beat him 
in five rounds. It took Griffo thirty rounds 
to whip him. It does not matter to me 
whether a man fights at long range or close 
quarters, as I feel at home in both. My best 
Weight at present would be 116 pounds, but 
it depends on the weather, as on a close day 
I could weigh 114 and retain my strength. 
I have had forty finish fights and have al- 
ways knocked my man out. 

Since I have been traveung with my com- 
pany I have met over 500 men in four round 
contests and always won, some of them 
quitting before the time, but I have scored 
300 knockouts on the road. My method of 
training is: I first take a dose of medicine 
the first day for the bowels, the second for 
the kidneys: at the same time I do light 
walking until my flesh begins to hardén. I 
believe in hard work, not severe short quick 
work, with the best of food. The hardest 
fight I ever had was with Solly Smith, and 
he is the only one who hurt me. 

Griffo was the heaviest man I ever met for 
money, but I have met heavier ones on the 
stage. Griffo was fully twelve pounds 
heavier than I, and I built myself up nine 
pounds over my weight to meet him. I 
think he is clever. He has shown himself 
to be that, as he made monkeys out of every 
man he met before me, and some of them. 
Campbell and McAuliffe, were supposed to 
be very clever. I do not think he has any 
effective blow, as he is not a puncher, but 
keeps rushing the left palm of his hand over 
your mouth, which is nothing but heeling 
and &gainst the rules. He knows all the 
dirty tricks of the ring, such as backheel- 
ing, which is only allowed in London rules, 
and his elbow is quite a factor in a fight for 
him. The referee called him down eight 
times for committing deliberate fouls. The 
only fair referee I ever saw was Mr. Vise of 
the National Sporting Club of London, who 
knew the rules ar? lived up to them. He 
would have disqualified Griffo on his second 
attempt to backheel me, as Wallace at- 
tempted the same thing and was told the 
next attempt he would have to leave the 

I am not writing this as an excuse, as 
I believe the next chance I have at Griffo, if 
toa finish, I will whip him. 

I never feel nervous going into a fight. I 
always feel confident, and know that if 1 
keep cool I will not lose so quick, as excite- 
ment makes a man breathe fast and tires 
him quick. One fight is the same as another 
to me.
